Michelangelo’s Talent

Michelangelo’s great frescoes in 
the Sistene Chapel were put on ex¬ 
hibition at the Time and Life Exhibit 
Center. 

The frescoes, the Sistene Ceiling 
and the Last Judgment, were painted 
in the last half of the sixteenth 
century in the Sistene Chapel of St. 
Peter’s Cathedral in the Vatican 
City by request of Pope Julius II. 
They were reproduced as illuminated 
color transparencies which revealed 
aspects not ordinarily seen in the 
dim light of the Chapel in Rome. 

iThe Chapel’s ceiling is covered by 
panels which are bordered by trian¬ 
gular sections. The panels depict The 
Creation, Adam and Eve , and The 
Flood. The sections show the an¬ 
cestors of Christ, and some famous 
prophets which were made as large 
as giants. 

The Last Judgment , painted on the 
altar wall of the Sistene Chapel, is 
one of the largest frescoes ever made. 
Michelangelo was in his 60’s when 
he made this painting depicting 
Christ rising from His throne and 
angrily condemning the sinners. St. 
Bartholomew is also shown holding 
his mortal skin, in which Michelan¬ 
gelo has painted a distorted portrait 
of himself. 



Lafyette High School has adopted 
a special September-June plan which 
requires a student to remain with 
the same class and teacher from 
September until June. Marking will be 
done on a quarterly basis, with the 
final mark in June determining the 
year’s credit.
